only too frequent cause for indignation at 
the annoyances to which they are subjected, 
with usually no redress, in spite of the 
pleasant theories of the Attorney-General. 
Allthese are questions which should-be 
thoroughly thrashed out. They have 
Fed on from time to time, but 
not in an efficient manner; a commission 
is tHe only direct method.
